On this idea, the out-lines of a ſcheme were laid 
. down, by ſome Gentlemen, who met on the 16th of 
June laſt, at the Council Chamber, and formed 
[| _ themſelves into a Society, the Rules of which are 
herein given at large, taken, with ſome variations, 
from thoſe which have been adopted in Lo x DON, 
BaIs To, and other principal cities in EnG6- 
LAND. a iS: 753 . 
It is hoped that theſe Rules will ſhew a degree of _ 
accuracy and caution in their conſtruction, which in 
the hands of a ſet of intelligent men muſt effectual- 
ly preclude all poſſibility of impoſition. The ma- 
nagement of. buſineſs is to be repoſed in a Com- 
mittee. Theſe are to meet every ſecond Wedneſ- 
day, to receive applications, which muſt be by pe- 
tition in writing, minutely ſetting forth all the cir- 
cumſtances of the priſoner's caſe, and referring 
to ſome perſon of undoubted character in the city 
or county for a character of him. This inquiry is 
then to be made the buſineſs of the Secretary, Who 
is to apply to ſuch perſons accordingly, and lay the. 
[| Teſult before the Committee at their next meeting. 
Every other member will alſo undoubtedly commu- 
nicate all that may come to his knowledge relative 
to the merits of ſuch applications, ſo that the Com-
